Grimes says she believes jobs 
are a senator’s responsibility 
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Alison Grimes (right) listens as area citizens tell her of the need for jobs in Lee and surrounding 
counties. 


Democratic candidate for the U. S. Senate Alison 
Grimes said last Wednesday that she believes “it is 
the responsibility of a U. S. senator to bring jobs” to 
the people she represents, and that she wants to “grow 
the middle class.” 

Grimes kicked off her general election campaign in 
Beattyville where weeks earlier U. S. Senator Mitch 
McConnell said it was not his job to bring jobs to 
Kentucky. He said that is the responsibility of state 
government. 

Grimes, speaking to The Beattyville Enterprise, 


answered the same question that McConnell had 
been asked by the paper when he visited Beattyville 
on April 18. 

She also said she favors increasing the minimum 
wage to $ 10.10 an hour, and that McConnell had voted 
against such an increase on numerous occasions. 

Grimes said she also wants equal pay for equal 
work for women. 

She called McConnell an “empty chatterbox,”

Fall election 
now takes shape 

With the primary election now over, attention shifts to matchups 
in the fall election. 

Lee County Judge/Executive Steve Mays (R) will face Democrat 
Douglas Brandenburg, and probably Independent Chuck Caudill. 
Caudill has not filed the paperwork, and has until August 12. 

Sheriff Wendell “Bug” Childers (R) it to be challenged by Demo¬ 
crat Jacob McCoy. 

Commonwealth’s Attorney Heather Combs and attorney Michael 
Dean will vie for the circuit judgeship. 

Lee County Clerk Kimberly Noe will be opposed by Democrat 
Sandy Howell Lumpkins. 

Three of the four magistrate’s positions are up for grabs. In 
District 1, incumbent Tim Brandenburg (R) faces Joe Durbin (D). 
District 2 incumbent Everett Marshall (R) is being challenged by 
Tommy Marshall (D). Leonard Carl Ross (R), incumbent in District 
3 faces Donnie Tutt (D). Republican incumbent Dean Noe has no 
opposition in District 4. 

Also, two of the four constable positions are being challenged. 
They are: District 1 - Republican David Lutes and Democrat Ewan 
Thompson; and, District 2 - Republican Glen Creech and Democrat 
Donnie Darrell Whitely. 

Jonathan Shuler is unopposed in District 3 as is Clinton Frye, 
Jr., in District 4. 

So far, only one school board seat is being contested. Incumbent 
Janie Thorpe is being challenged by James Paul Moore. 

William Owens is unopposed at this time. Anyone interested in 
running in either of those races has until August 12 to file. 

One member of the board, Melissa Judd, has resigned. Superin¬ 
tendent James Evans, Jr., says it is his understanding that two years 
remain on her term. So then, once the state education commissioner 
appoints someone to replace Judd, that person would hold the posi¬ 
tion for two plus years. However, County Clerk Kimberly Noe said 
Tuesday that she checked with an official in Frankfort who said the 
position would be up for election this November. 

PVA Libby Roach is unopposed this fall. 


School tax petition has 
more names than needed 

Xjee County Cleric Kimberly Noe said Tuesday that a petition with 
524 signatures on it was turned into her office Friday. That petition 
requests a vote on a proposal by the county school board to impose 
a nickel property tax that would be used for repairs to buildings and 
completion of the expansion of Southside Elementary School. 

The 524 signatures is substantially more than the 269 needed 
to request such a vote. 

Noe must now validate the signatures and certify the petition 
to the committee of citizens who submitted it and to the school 
board. 

If Noe finds the petition to be insufficient (if 256 are invalid) 
she must inform both the board and the committee of the deficien¬ 
cies found. 

The matter would then go to the circuit court to determine the 
validity of Noe’s determination. 

The board already has enough bonding potential to complete 
Phase 1 of the expansion and renovation of Southside. A substan¬ 
tially larger amount is needed for Phase 2. Also, the heating and 
air-conditioning units at the middle/high school need to be replaced 
along with other repairs. 

The Lee County School District has the lowest property tax rate 
(.29 cents per $100 assessed value) in the state.

Remember for l minute 
on Memorial Day 


Ky. can’t break out of economic doldrums 
without fixing tax system

Memorial Day is at once 
a day of looking forward 
and looking backward, a 
day of celebration and one 
of mourning. 

It’s the unofficial begin¬ 
ning of summer, which lo¬ 
cally we mark by eating our 
way through Downtown. 

But Memorial Day is, 
much more importantly, 
the day we have set aside 
to honor those who died 
fighting for our country. 

That tradition began just 
after the Civil War - still 
the costliest war in U.S. his¬ 
tory with an estimate of at 
least 620,000 lives lost. 

Memorial Day’s origins 
are a bit fuzzy, but here’s 
what a number of sources 
agree on: 

Decoration Day was first 
widely celebrated May 30, 
1868, following a declara¬ 
tion by Gen. John A. Logan 
of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, an organization 
of former Union soldiers. 

That first day was marked 
with a speech at Arlington 
National Cemetery by U.S. 
Rep. James Garfield, a for¬ 
mer Union general from 
Cleveland who would later 
become president. After 
he spoke, a crowd of 5,000 
decorated the graves of 
the thousands of Civil War 
dead - both Union and 
Confederate - who were 
buried there. 

By 1890, all northern 
states adopted May 30 as 
the holiday, but the South 
refused to do so until after 
World War I, instead hold¬ 
ing Confederate days of re¬ 
membrance at other times. 
That began to change in 
1926, when Congress au¬ 
thorized a federal holiday 
on May 30 to honor the 
dead from all wars, not just 
the Civil War. That’s also 
when we began to call it 
Memorial Day. 

In 1971, Memorial Day 
was moved to the last Mon¬ 
day in May, because we 


Americans like our holi¬ 
days to be three-day week¬ 
ends. 

The last tweak was in 
2000, when Congress ap¬ 
proved a National Moment 
of Remembrance at 3 p.m. 
on Memorial Day. That 
happened because one 
citizen, Carmella LaSpada, 
noticed the day was becom¬ 
ing more of a holiday and 
less of a remembrance. 

Enquirer reporter Cliff 
Radel wrote about it in 
2002: 

’’One May day in 1996 
Carmella was running late 
for an appointment. Leav¬ 
ing her Washington, D.C., 
office, she cut through La¬ 
fayette Park, the protest¬ 
ers’ haven across from the 
White House. 

’’Spying some school kids 
taking in the sights, she 
asked them about Memo¬ 
rial Day. ‘That’s the day the 
pools open,’ they replied. 

’’Their answer shocked 
Carmella. She is a patriotic 
second-generation Ameri¬ 
can from Philadelphia. 
Her Italian grandparents 
constantly reminded her 
‘America is the greatest 
country in the world.’ 

’’Memorial Day could be 
this country’s most impor¬ 
tant holiday. Without the 
supreme sacrifices made 
to defend freedom, no one 
would be able to celebrate 
the other holidays on the 
calendar. 

’’Carmella thought a mo¬ 
ment of silence might be 
a start toward reminding 
everyone Memorial Day 
is more than a splash in 
the pool. Through her tire¬ 
less efforts and bipartisan 
contacts in Congress, the 
National Moment of Re¬ 
membrance became law on 
Dec. 28, 2000. 

” ‘For that moment, we’re 
not hyphenated Ameri¬ 
cans,’ she said. ‘We’re liv¬ 
ing up to the values this 
country was founded upon. 
We’re one nation.’ “ 

The National Moment of 
Remembrance has strug¬ 
gled to take hold, but today, 
here in Greater Cincinnati, 
let’s give it another try. 

It’s the least we can do.

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This is an election year 
in a poor state, five years 
into a slow recovery from a 
devastating recession. No 
wonder everyone is talking 
about jobs. 

Political talk about jobs 
is often just that — talk. 
But two recent economic 
reports offered insight that 
candidates and officehold¬ 
ers should take to heart. 

One says that places with 
an educated, trained work 
force not only attract more 
and better jobs — no sur¬ 
prise there — but also that 
they recover more quickly 
from economic shocks. 

The other report shows 
that Kentucky has been 
slower than the rest of the 
nation to emerge from the 
recession, producing fewer 
and less desirable jobs than 
most other states. 

But the truly bad news 
is that unless policy makers 
are willing to do the hard 
work of tax reform, this 
downward cycle will not 
change. 

Gov. Steve Beshear of¬ 
fered a tax reform package 
— based on the work of a 


task force led by Lt. Gov. 
Jerry Abramson — to the 
General Assembly this year 
that went nowhere. There is 
a profound unwillingness 
among lawmakers to accept 
short-term personal politi¬ 
cal pain for collective long¬ 
term economic gain. 

Beshear, in his second 
term with no plans to run 
for another public office, 
can take the message to 
voters, and those they elect, 
that tax reform is an essen¬ 
tial first step in any serious, 
long-term jobs plan. 

Senate President Robert 
Stivers, R-Manchester, and 
Speaker of the House Greg 
Stumbo, D-Prestonsburg, 
should also work with their 
chambers and their cau¬ 
cuses to get this done for 
Kentucky. 

Kentucky’s tax code 
gives away more revenue in 
loopholes than is collected, 
and captures virtually noth¬ 
ing from the rapidly grow¬ 
ing service sector of the 
economy. 

With this scenario, 
it’s inevitable that General 
Assemblies will continue 


to cut education at every 
level, further undermining 
Kentucky’s work force pre¬ 
paredness. 

The two economic reports 
mentioned earlier make 
this clear. 

It isn’t news that educa¬ 
tion drives employment 
but the Federal Reserve 
Bank of Cleveland, whose 
district includes Kentucky 
from Lexington eastward, 
documented that education 
also plays a role in how rap¬ 
idly an area emerges from a 
recession. 

Louisville economist 
Paul Coomes, in a study for 
the Kentucky Chamber of 
Commerce, found our state 
has been slower than the 
nation to emerge from the 
recession. 

But that slow recovery 
hasn’t been universal. The 
Cleveland Fed observed: 
“Places like Lexington ... 
which have high shares of 
adults with bachelor’s de¬ 
gree, have also seen some of 
the strongest employment 
gains during the recovery.” 

Lexington outstrips 
the nation in high-school 


graduates and those with a 
bachelor’s degree or higher. 
But Lexington is an outlier 
in Kentucky, which lags the 
nation in both categories. 

Perhaps even more dis¬ 
turbing for all of Kentucky 
is where our jobs have been 
created in the last four 
years, according to Coomes’ 
analysis. The leader by far 
is “employment services,” 
more commonly known as 
temp agencies. Coomes’ list 
also includes government 
and auto manufacturing 
— sectors that generally 
provide living wages and 
benefits — but is round¬ 
ed out with sectors like 
food service and nursing 
homes. 

Any job is a lifeline to 
someone without one. But 
too many of Kentucky’s jobs 
leave people treading water, 
getting nowhere. And that’s 
the way it will be as long as 
Kentucky’s leaders avoid 
setting our tax structure on 
a course that will sustain 
adequate work-force train¬ 
ing and education. 


EPA requires mining company to restore 
damaged streams in Kentucky

The U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) 
Region 4 has reached an 
agreement with Nally and 
Hamilton Enterprises, Inc. 
(Nally), for filling streams 
at two coal mining sites in 
Kentucky in violation of the 
Clean Water Act (CWA). 
Under the terms of the 
Consent Decree, Nally will 
pay a total civil penalty of 
$660,000 and has agreed 
to restore three streams im¬ 


pacted during unauthorized 
coal mining activities. 

Nally failed to obtain the 
necessary permit from the 
U.S. Army Corps of Engi¬ 
neers to place fill material 
into waters of the United 
States before it began work 
at the two coal mining sites. 
Nally’s operations are esti¬ 
mated to have adversely af¬ 
fected approximately 6,301 
linear feet of waters, includ¬ 
ing 5,035 linear feet at the

Doty Creek site in Knott 
County and 1,266 linear feet 
at the Fugitt Creek Site in 
Harlan County. The fill ma¬ 
terial Nally used remains in 
place today. 

Under the Consent De¬ 
cree, Nally will restore 7,611 
linear feet of waters of the 
United States at the two 
mining locations. After res¬ 
toration is complete, Nally 
will monitor the restored 
streams and submit annual 
monitoring reports to the 
EPA detailing the success of 
the restoration activities. 

Congress enacted the 
CWA in 1972 to protect 
the nation’s rivers, lakes, 
streams and wetlands. The 
CWA requires anyone who 
wishes to discharge pol¬ 
lutants, including dredged 


or fill material, into any of 
these protected waters to 
obtain a permit. 

The proposed settlement 
was lodged March 7, 2014 
in the U.S. District Court 
for the Eastern District of 
Kentucky. The public com¬ 
ment period ended on April 
28, 2014, and the consent 
decree was entered today.

because he never proposes 
anything to improve the state 
or the nation. 

She said she does look 
forward to a debate, or debates 
with McConnell. She noted that 
it is rare for an incumbent to 
propose debates. 

Grimes said she was not 
sure that McConnell’s proposal 
to have “Lincoln - Douglas” 
type debates would be agree¬ 
able to her. However, she said 
that groups from both camps 
must sit down and work out 
the details. 

The Enterprise invited her 
to hold one of the debates in Be¬ 
attyville since this is where the 
jobs issue came to the fore. She 
said she would consider it. 

The newspaper on Thurs¬ 
day sent invitations to both 
Grimes’ and McConnell’s press 
contacts for such a debate. 

Grimes chose Beattyville 
to begin her campaign because 
of the issue of jobs. 

She met with several area 
citizens in a round-table discus¬ 
sion at Congleton Brothers to 
discuss jobs. 

One man, identified as 
Gary, said that he used to work 
in the coalfields, and hoped 
to get a job with a local oil 
company. He said he has been 
offered several minimum wage 
positions, but said the pay rate 
needs to be higher. 


He said he has been look¬ 
ing for work for three years. 

Terry Congleton told 
Grimes of the changes he 
has seen in Beattyville, He 
remembered three grocery 
stores downtown, where now 
there is only one. He also 
remembers three clothing 
stores. As with the grocery 
stores, there is only one now. 

A woman from Breathitt 
County named Tesa recounted 
her salary being reduced by 
the state tourism department, 
and her going elsewhere for 
employment. Last March she 
was laid off from a pharmacy. 
She said her jobless benefits 
were ending. 

Grimes said that Sen. 
McConnell is opposed to ex¬ 
tending jobless benefits. 

She said that Eastern 
Kentucky’s economy must 
diversify. Also, she said there 
is a need for expanded ear¬ 
ly childhood education and 
childcare. 

Congleton, and his wife 
Lynda, told Grimes that broad¬ 
band service needs to be avail¬ 
able to all Lee Countians. 

Grimes said that McCon¬ 
nell has “slashed” funding for 
broadband. 

She described his vision 
as one of going backwards, 
and hers as going forwards. 

Glenna Cummins with 


the Lee County Schools noted 
that the school district has 40 
fewer students this year than 
last, and that enrollment has 
dropped the last 10 years in 
a row. 

The lack of jobs in the 
county forces young people 
with children to move else¬ 
where, she said. 

Grimes said she believes 
that “education is the way our 
of poverty.” 

To close out the round¬ 
table, Grimes asked each of 
the participants to give one 
negative word and one posi¬ 
tive. 

Virtually all used “drugs” 
as the negative. 

The man named Gary 
said he had lost his 16 -year- 
old daughter to drugs six years 
ago. 

“People” was the word 
most used as a positive. 

Tesa said the people of 
the area are resourceful 

Grimes concluded say¬ 
ing that it is the job of a U. S. 
senator to care about people 
who have lost their jobs; have 
lost their child to drugs; and 
schools, which have lost 40 
students. 

“You should have a 
senator who puts you first,” 
she said.
